Property assessing is an important 
job and a big one in Charlevoix County. 


‘It requires training, certification, and 


time to properly assess the 20,004 
parcels of land in the county. 

‘Assessors are supposed to check 
annually,’’ said Joan Blanchard, Char- 
levoix County Equalization Director. 
‘*New rolls are being prepared now. All 
rolls must be completed by the first 
Monday in March. 

‘Then the board of review for each 
city and township has its first meeting 
on the first Tuesday in March, The 
public meeting is the second Monday in 
March. All these dates are set by Jaw,’ 

But getting those rolls ready is a long, 
time consuming process, Dave Willson, 
assessor for Eveline Township, explain- 
ed how he made his assessments this 
year. ‘I didn't take an across the board 
factor. | went through and changed each 
one individually,’ he said. 

Willson, who is a new assessor, spent 
one night a week for 16 weeks going to 
college last summer to pass the state 
certification examination. Following 
that the Equalization Department assis- 
ted him by having an experienced as- 
sessor visit property with Willson. 

Eveline Township has 1.400 parcels 
of land and Willson has a property 
Willson 
explained that to assess them he uses 
the current year's sheets, last year's 
sheets, building permits, copies of 
deeds and any applicable construction 
or remodeling permits. These items

plus on-site visits, state equalized 
factors and mujtiple other consider- 
ations all go into properly assessing his 
1,400 parcels. 

Assessment is based on the way the 
property stood on Dec. 31, but in reality 
it is usually made prior to that time. 
Assessors find it impossible to visit all 
their property on Dec. 31, said Blan- 
chard. Most assessors try to do this in 
the early fall. 

Once the assessors have done their 
jobs (in this case they are completing 
rolls for 1981 taxes which were based on 
the way the property stood Dec. 31, 
1980) the rolls are turned in to the board 
of review. This must be done this year 
by March 2. The board of review for 


each municipality will then meet with — 
the assessor to discuss changes in. 


assessments and to understand why 
these changes were made. 

The assessors must then send a letter 
of notification to the property owners 10 
days prior to the board of review public 
meeting, which will be held this year on 
March 9. Later meetings are also held. 
Schedules ate now being printed i in local 
newspapers, 

The taw requires that the first 
meeting must start at 9 a.m. and must 
meet for at least six hours. Some boards 
meet at 9 a.m., take a break in the 
afternoon, and meet again later that 
day, said-Blanchard.

property every year and reasseses it,

notify the property owner. If they do 
change the assessment, up or down, 
then they must notify the owner and set 
another meeting to give him time to 
question the newest change. 


Blanchard pointed out that neither 
the assessment nor the state equalized 
value raised taxes. ‘If there wasn't any 
millage voted, then there wouldn't be 


any taxes,’ she said. ‘‘The millage 
increases the taxes, not the assess- 
ment.''

Condo developers 
head group which 
may buy railroad

BOYNE CITY -.After a long period of 
uncertainty, a move is now underway to 
pump new money and ideas into the 
Boyne Valley Railroad. 

The tourist railroad suspended oper- 
ations in 1980 after being plagued with 
financial problems during four years of 
operation. 

The local development group of Lake 
Associates has signed options to buy 
stock from three railroad directors. The 
combined total of the stock, if pur- 
chased, would give Lake Associates a 
majority interest in the railroad.

The BVRR is owned by about 300 
local residents who purchased $79,000 
worth of stock. But 80 percent of the 
stock is owned by eight people, ac- 
cording to railroad directors. 

Rick and Dave Smith of rural Boyne 
City are the principal owners of Lake 
Associates. Their development group is 
now building The Harborage, a multi- 
million dollar condominium and marina 
development on Front Street in Boyne 
City. They also built Wildwood on 
Walloon, a condominium development 
on Walloon Lake. 

Rick Smith points out that, while they 
don't have the time or expertise to 
operate it, they ‘‘feel strongly that the 
railroad could be and should be a major 
community asset.’ 

‘‘What we think we can do is bring 
together some railroad enthusiasts and 
investors to provide the capital the 
railroad needs.”’ 

The railroad board of directors have 
stated that they would like to sell the 
railroad to people with local ties who 
would continue to operate it as a tourist 
business and who would be able to 
invest enough money to run the railroad 
properly, 

As reported at a stockholders’ meet- 
ing in June, 1980, the railroad has about 
$186,000 in assets and $81,000 in debts. 
The company had trouble paying its 
bills because it was not making a profit. 
Last June, the board proposed that the 
railroad be reorganized or sold in order

Smith said Lake Associates would like 
to raise more than $100,000 in capital to 
improve the railroad if the group does 
decide to purchase controlling interest. 

An old-fashioned steam engine, more 
advertising and promotion, and volun- 
teer labor might help the railroad break 
SvenCON make a profit. they hope. 

‘That's been the problem with the 
railroad all along.’’ Smith said. ‘'It 
hasn't really had enough capital to 
operate properly.’ 

Smith said his group and its legal 
advisors are investigating how the 
railroad might be reorganized to best 
attract large investors. 

Tax incentives might interest some 
investors even if the railroad continued 
ta Inse money for a few years. Under 
certain types of corporate organization, 
company losses can be ‘passed 
through'' to members of the corpo- 
ration, he explained. 

According to the terms of their stock 
purchase option, Lake Associates have 
about two more months to put together 
an organizational plan, determine its 
feasibility and find investors, 

The railroad, which started as a 
logging line in 1893, was first operated 
as a tourist attraction from 1970 to 1973 
by Hollis Baker. 

Rising energy costs forced Baker to 
sel] the rail line at an auction in 1976, 
when a group of local businessmen went 
together to purchase it. The BVRR was 
Operated as a tourist line from 1976 
throvgh 1979, Bad luck plagued the 
company. as gas and insurance costs 
rose rapidly, tourism dropped off and a 
broker made off with the proceeds from 
the sale of an engine. 

The corporation was even temporarily 
dissolved by the state Commerce De- 
partment last May due to the company's 
failure to hold an annual meenng and 
file annual reports. 

The railroad has remained popular in 
the community, however, mainly due to 
its uniqueness and historical ties. 

Rick Smith says the revival of the 
railroad, if it can be accomplished, 


would be exciting. |

‘Water jet’ updates city 


BOYNE CITY - A ‘‘water jet,”’ as City 
Manager Tim Clifton uses the term, is a 
$50,000-plus object used to unplug city 
water lines. 

But the city had no water jet nor any

street department has used a rodder 
‘which toosens the debris, though it 
takes about eight times as long to do it. 
’ The rodder also can crack the old pipes 
‘in the process. 
On occasion the city has rented East 
Jordan’s water jet unit. 
Now, after almost giving up hope of 
, having such a unit, the city has found a 
‘used water jet, checked out by Water 
- Superintendent Basil Moore and fore- 
: man Mike Anderson.

city commission members saw the water 
jet in action and, standing in a circle 
around the demonstration manhole 
outside City Hall, voted unanimously to 
purchase it. 

The jet, mounted on a trim 1970 Ford 
truck, along with a 3,000 gallon tank 
and a powerful pump, will cost $19,000 
after the trade-in for the rodder is 
accounted for. 

The advantages are not only in the 
cutback of labor costs, but also in 
longevity, maintenance, and safety— 
several accidents to the work force have 
occurred in the 10 years’ use of the 
rodder. 

The water jet can be used for cleaning 
buildings and equipment, and even, 
Clifton adds, for additional fire fighting. 


Best of all, it makes possible source 
material for the ever-increasing 
numbers of people doing research.

crowd they hoped for materialized, too. 
Boyne City’ s athletic program made 
$900 on ticket sales. 

‘Now that it’s all over, everyone 
agrees that it was time to end the feud 
and resume playing each other, The 
coming year's football and basketball 
schedules are already completed, so 
those sports can't be scheduled until the 
fall of 1982. 

But, as Taylor points out, if there’s 
another rash of snowed-out basketball 
games, there is always the possibility of 
a hastily arranged contest. 

“it makes more sense to play a school 
that's right next door than to drive 
halfway across the state,"’ he said. 

Boyne City Athletic Director Paul 
Pfahler agrees. ‘It’s a natural, the way 
things are with everybody trying to cut 
down on travel and expenses. We have 
no qualms about playing East Jordan, 
but it's up to them. really. They 
dropped us in the first place." 

East Jordan Athletic Director Frank 
Holes is also all for ending the feud. 
He's the one who dropped Boyne in the 
first place so he’ could improve his 
football team’s chances in the state 
playoff rankings. If he had it to do over 
again, he wouldn't drop Boyne again. 
he said. 

As it turned out, Holes’ strategy for 
improving his playoff chances didn't 
work. He replaced Boyne City on his 
football schedule with Houghton Lake, 
but Houghton Lake turned out to be the 
only team to beat East Jordan last fall. 
It was Houghton Lake that went to the 
state playoffs. not East Jordan. And 
Bovne City, which had been dropped 
because of its poor record tn 1979, had 
its best season in a decade in 1980 with 
a 7-2 mark. 

But we digress...Whatever happened 
in the quickly arranged basketball game 
that ended the feud? 


Well. Bovne City walloped East 
Jordan 80-51. Jt was rather em- 
barrassing for East Jordan, actually. 


And there may have been a bit of sweet 
revenge in the outcome for Boyne City. 


since they are the ones who were 
offended about being dropped in foot- 
ball. 


The coaches and fans expected it to 
be a much closer vame than that. sinee 
both squads had excellent records. But 
Bovne had a hot hand and all the 
momentum from the beginning. while 
East Jordan couldn't buy a basket in the 
first half, 

The only explanation Red Devil Coach 
Bill Chase had was that his team had 
just won a tough 65-56 game at Central 
Lake the night before. and they might 
have been mentally and physically 
drained.

WINTER PARK—Ca Adgate is 
going for it, which tei be much of 
& surprise to anyone who saw him'make 
professional Skiing history Sunday, . 

After summarily dispatching Aus- 
tria’s Andre ‘Arnold in a fashion hardly 
fitting a. three-time. defending cham- 
pion, the sometimes reluctant warrior 


' from the north woods of Michigan has 


decided to take on the World Pro Skiing 
tour. 

In what -perhaps: was the most 
unlikely series of events ever to 
surround a major ski race, Adgate 
became the first skier in the 12-year 
history of the WPS tour to sweep a 
weekend race series in his first attempt. 
That he did so largely at the expense of 
the usually indomitable Arnold was 
wonder enough. But, after winning 
$16,200 in prize money and earning 
perhaps in excess of $30,000 in all, he 
still kept insisting he really didn’t want 
to be a part of the tour at all. 

Adgate is what one might term an 
independent thinker, a mature and 
cerebral young man of 27 who has the 
knack of knowing what he wants in life. 
After bouncing around the mountains of 
five continents for the better part of 
seven years as a member of the U.S. Ski 
Team, his present goal is nothing more

exotic than to spend as much time as 
possible lounging about his home in 
Boyne City, Mich., coupled with a bit of 
weekend skiing on the Peugeot-Great 
Lakes regional tour. 

Now all that has changed, partly the 
result of his astonishing success in the 
$60,000 First of Denver Cut at Winter 
Park, the rest a product of the peculiar, 
economics of professional racing and its 
labyrinth of rules and sponsorship 
arrangements. ¢ 

In his initial decision to become a 
part-time racer back -home, Adgate 
signed as a member of a Peugeot- 
Rossigno!-Salomon team on the Great 
Lakes tour, a commitment for the 
season. But after winning five straight 
races and another on the Coors Ameri- 
can Pro Tour, he couldn’t resist using 
an off date to try his hand with the big 
boys of WPS. 

The result reads like something too 


outlandish for a Grade B movie script: 
An upset of Arnold in Friday giant 
slalom qualifying, the first time all 
season the Austrian has failed to make 
it to the round of 16, followed by an 
even less credible march through the 
field to victory on Saturday. 

Now comes the really wild part. After 
blowing past a succession of slalom 
opponents Sunday, here was Arnold 
again in the finals, spoiling for revenge 
in what certainly was one of the most 
dramatic confrontations in recent years. 
American newcomer vs. Austrian cham- 
pion. Head to head. Eyeball! to eyeball. 

And when the snow settled over 
Winter Park’s Lower Hughes racing 
slopes, it was Arnold who blinked. In 
both of the dual runs, Adgate was a 
clear-cut victory, winning by 
seconds in the first and.359 the second, 
perhaps even surprising himself a bit in 
the process.

““T was surprised he didn’t make more 
’ Adgate said later. 

Having dispatched Arnold, Adgate 
then attacked his real problem of the 
day, how to disentangle himself from 
his various obligations and find out 
where he was going next. Yet another 
complication is the WPS rule which 
makes any skier in the top 25 of the 
standings ineligible to compete on a 
regional tour. 

After a series of urgent phone 
conversations Sunday night, Adgate 
had it al! settled. 

‘It looks like I'm going to Calgary 
(site of the WPs event next week-end),”’ 
he said. ‘I'll fly back to Michigan, get 
some more skis and close up my house. 
It's back to the rat race again."’ 

(Note: Adgate took a fifth in both 
slalom and giant slalom last weekend in 
Calgary. On the agenda this weekend 
for WPS is Crystal Mountain, Wash.) 

The reason for the decision is largely 
economic, both for himself and his 
sponsors. Adgate currently is the 
hottest item on the tour and the 
companies which pay him to use their 
products can ill afford to have him out of 
the spotlight.

First measure ingredients accurately. 


% cup of vegetable shortening to 
exactly two sifted cups of flour, 4 
teaspoon salt and not one drop of ice 
water more than enough to loosely hold 
the dough together. I always cut the 
shortening into the flour with fork. 


Divide the dough, form into balls and 
roll it out between layers of waxed 
paper. I have tried many ways but I like 
this method the best. You take the top 
paper. off, turn the whole thing upside 
down over the pie pan and roll the paper 
off—no lifting of crust. 


For cherry pie I always used more 
sugar than most people do—1 cups of 
sugar for a 9'' pie-—because my 
husband liked his cherry pie sweet. | 
also use one tablespoon of tapioca to 
thicken the filling instead of flour.
